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a Commodity, they omit no Opportunity of vending in the 
moft fcandalous and bare-faced Manner ; and in Cafe of an 
exorbitant Allowance to the Receiver, by his Partner, the 
M...4r, after 2 Year or two fpent in going through the 
Account, there is no other Remedy than by taking Ex- 
ceptions to the M..r’s Report, which is full as dilatory and 
Vexatious as the original Suit, and at the Clofe of a Chancer 
Suit, the Suitors rarely have Moncey to fpare; in that Cafe, 
thefe Abufes are not to be remedied, and they mutt ftand or 
fall by the M...1’s Determination. 

There are many Inftances, where a Receiver havinga 
Year’s Rent only to account for, the M--r has taken up 
two, to perufe and finifh his Accounts, by which Artifice, 
the M---r, or Receiver, or both, have had the Benefit of 
the Suitor’s Money fo long; where fome of more fortunate 
Circumftances have applied to fet afide the M--1’s Receiver, 
the Delay and Coft of it, are exceffive ; the whole Body of 
the M---rs, who have the eftablifhing this Pra@ice at Heart, 
lofe no Opportunity of opprefling the Suitor, who oppofed 
them in it; two Inftances of which happened lately upon 
M---r E----d, having in a moft arbitrary Manner appointed

it was not fuficient to diftinguith virtuous and goed Men by 
all poffible Marks of Honour in their Life-time, but that there 
was 2n Honour due to their Memories even after their Death. 
To this End he ordained, that the Hiftories of each City 
and Province fhould be narrowly infpeéted into ; that the 
Lives and Aétions of all Perfons, without Diftinétion of Sex 
or Quality, who had excelled in any Inftance of Life, and 
to whom no Honours had yet been rendered after their De- 
ceafe, fhould be particularly fet down in Writing, and an ex- 
a&t Account of them tranfmitted to Court, This Lift contained, 
of Afen, fuch as had been eminent, either for their Virtues, OF 
their great Learning and Knowledge; fauch who had rendered 
any important Service to the Empire, either at the Bar, or m 
the Field; fuch as had afforded Comfort and Affiftance to the 
Poor in any time of publick Calamity; and laftly, of fuch as 

had offered up their Lives for the Good of their Country. 
Women, it containedan Account of fuch /idows, who had 
been remarkable for their Continence, many Years after the 
Death of their Husbands; or who had not entered into the 
nuptial Bonds a fecond Time; of fuch married Vomen as had 
diltinguifhed themfelves by their conjugal Love and Duty to

[X the fifth Year of the prefent Reign the 17th Day of 
the fixth Moon, the Emperor received a Memorial from 
the Vice-roy of the Province of Hanan, in which, without 
any Apprehenfion of incurring his Majefty’s Difpleafure, 
that Mandarin oppofes a Refolution of the Grand Council, 
confifting of the nine principal Tribunals of the Court ; and 
which had been approved, applauded, and confirmed by the 
Raine. and remitted to the chief Mandarins of the Pro- 
vinces. ‘Toinfert this Memorial at Length would be too 
tedious, and befides, without an ample Know ledge of the 
Chinefe Government, the Memorial itfelf would be unintel- 
ligible. We fhall therefore only obferve, that this Vice-roy, 
anima ted by a noble Integr: ty of Heart, repre fented, with a 
moft fubm ive Refpect so at the fame 5 ime, with a /eu- 
dable and becoming “Freed mm, that the Re/olution, which was 
going to pafs into a Law would be hurtfull to the People, 
hard to execute, and occafion great Difputes between the 
two principal Orders of Mandarins. He, at the fame time, 
laid down a plain and eafy Method, to obta ain the Ends pro- 
port, without any Prejudice to the Subject.
